Subject: Improvements to Annual Mandatory IMT Training

Interior Team, 

Secretary Zinke is committed to empowering employees, especially those of you on the front 
lines, with the right tools, the right resources, and flexibility to effectively serve the American 
people. Throughout the last year, we heard from many of you that the amount of mandatory 
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training required each year for non-supervisors places an unnecessary burden on your 
workload. 

While training is essential, I believe that, for a long time, whenever the Department has faced 
a challenge or a scandal, one of the first things leadership would do is announce “we need 
more training,” with little perspective of the cumulative amount of annual training required, 
particularly for nonsupervisory employees. 

Last December, I asked bureau and office leadership to review annual mandatory training 
requirements (at the national, regional, and field levels) for nonsupervisory employees to 
determine if a training course is required by law or regulation, and if so, how it can be 
streamlined. 

The fact is that the Office of the Chief Information Officer (OCIO) has really stepped up. 

They have made significant adjustments to this year’s mandatory Information Management 
and Technology (IMT) training courses. Their new approach equips all employees with 
essential and practical information to ensure that we protect DOI’s Information Systems, 
while reducing the time it takes to complete the training from approximately 4 hours to 1 hour. 
Their effort will save the Department an estimated total of 27,000 working days each year. I 
think that is a pretty big deal. 

This week, the following training programs will be assigned as a single learning plan in DOI 
Learn: 


• Desk reference sheets with information and links to additional resources on the 
following topics: Cybersecurity - Federal Information Systems Security Awareness 
(FISSA), Privacy, Records Management, Section 508, and Controlled Unclassified 
Information 

• Information Systems Security Rules of Behavior acknowledgement 

• A 14-question cybersecurity (FISSA) and privacy quiz 

If you previously self-enrolled and completed all IMT Awareness Training this year, you are 
not required to complete the above training. 

Thank you for sharing your concerns, perspectives and ideas into our ideas box. In addition, 
we will continue working with your leadership to reduce the burden of annual mandatory 
training, where possible, so that we can focus on our important mission and deliver better 
service to the American people. 

Finally, the next time you talk to your IMT leadership and staff members, be sure to thank 
them for developing a solution that is going to give you more time to focus on your particular 
mission.
